A 19-year-old Granite Cityan 
has been sentenced, a 17-year 
old Madison youth has pleaded 
guilty, and two local youths, 17 
years old, have been charged 

Steve Strubberg. 19. of 4510 
Kirkpatrick Homes, was sen 
tenced in May to 75 to 150 years 
in prison for the murder of Mrs 
Pearl Elizabeth Giffin, 78, of 
2107 Kirkpatrick Homes, in her 
home Feb. 6 

Strubberg also was sentenced 
to serve a concurrent six and 
two-thirds to 20 years in prison 
for burglary in the same case 
Two juveniles are in correc 
tional institutions for allegedly 
cooperating with Strubberg in 
the burglary 

Sentencing is set for Oct. 25 
for Angelo Dwayne Baker, 17, of 
Grenzer Homes, Madison, who 
pleaded guilty to the murder of 
Frank J. Riddle, 59, and the 
attempted murder of Riddle's 
wife, Ann, 49, in the couple's 
home at 1701 Market St 
Madison, March 31 

Two 15-year-old girls are in 
the custody of juvenile 
authorities for allegedly en 
tering the Riddle home when 
the murder occurred 

Hubert David Richmond Jr. 
17, of 2137 Cleveland Blvd., was 
arraigned Friday in Madison 
County Circuit Court on charges 
of murder, burglary and arson 
for allegedly striking Miss 
Theresa Kichler, 78, of 2217 
Grand Ave., Aug. 28 in her home 
and then allegedly setting two 
fires in the home.

society, the County Grand Jury 
said in a report issued Friday 

The reason many of the 
dangerous individuals are 
allowed to remain free much of 
the time—gradually com- 
mitting increasingly serious 
offenses—is that state law and 
state policies give them special 
consideratipn due to their 
youth, jurors found. 

Some juveniles are believed 
to be well aware of their special 
ability to gain frequent release 
from custody, and are con- 
temptuous of the authorities 
who fail to see and adequately 
react to their violent acts. 

“There is a disregard and 
disrespect for the programs and 
correctional possibilities of the 
Illinois Department _ of 
Corrections Juvenile Division 
by the minors who are possible 
subjects of commitment to said 
department,” the special report 
asserted 

The grand jury related that it 
“heard testimony and con- 
sidered testimony on the 
question of juvenile crime in 
Madison County and the causes 
therefor 

It added that the state's at 
torney had been petitioned to 
“investigate the activities. 
policies facilities and 
programs of the Juvenile 
Division of the Department of 
Corrections in this county." 

Asking for the investigation 
were individual citizens of 
Madison County and also the 
Madison County Council on 
Youth Services, described by 
the jury as a “group composed 
of social, law enforcement and 
correctional agencies.” Andrew 
Nalefski was listed as chairman 
of the Youth Services Council. 

The grand jury cited 11 cases 
of escalating criminal in 
volvement over a period of time 
by young people called A to K 

A “progressed” in nine steps 
from robbery and trespass 
charges prior to July 1973 to a 
murder indictment this month. 

B had a three-year, nine-step 
crime series culiminating in a 
parole recommendation, while 
C's ten-point record advanced 
from burglaries in 1973 to an 
armed robbery guilty plea less 
than a year ago. 

D moved from a 1971 murder 
case to, in the tenth entry 
parole after serving nine 
months. 

E accounted for 19 notations 
in the grand jury report, with 
frequent authorized or 
unauthorized departures from 
custody 

F was referred to ten times 
and G, seven times 

The grand jury asserted that 
since October 1975, there have 
been no significant changes in 
philosophy, policy or im 
plementation of programs." 

As examples, it cited H, with 
nine entries, I with 14 notations, 
J also with 14 and K with seven 
entries starting with an 18

Hubert David Richmond Jr.,

An autopsy indicated she died 
of smoke inhalation. She was 
not burned. 

Police say they are relatively 
sure only one person was 
responsible for thé break-in, 
beating and arson case. They 
are keeping “‘an open mind” in 


Reward still 


Granite City detectives said 
today that although they are 
still busy preparing murder 
harges in the death of Miss 
Theresa Kichler, they still are 
seeking clues in the March 4 
murders of Richard Kube and 
his wife, Ann, in their home at 
25th and Towa Streets 

A $1,000 reward has been 


case evidence indicating in- 
volvement of another person is 
uncovered during the in- 
vestigation. 

Richmond appeared before 
Circuit Judge William Beatty 
Friday afternoon and pleaded 
innocent to five indictments of 
murder, one of burglary and 
one of arson, all in connection 
with Miss Kichler’s death. 

Beatty declined to set a 
bond on the murder counts, 
but set bonds of $50,000 on the 
burglary charge and $25,000 
on the arson charge. Rich- 
mond cannot be released 
from custody, however, 
unless a bond later is set on 
the murder counts. 

He was returned to

State lauds Madison plan 


Detafls of a segregation plan 
for Madison School District 12 
were released punlicly for the 
first time in a meeting of the 
Madison Board of Education 
Thursday night at which the 
board received official notice of 
approval of the plan by the 
State Board of 
Education. 

Joseph M. Cronin, state 
superintendent of education, 
told the board in a letter dated 
Sept. 17 that ‘‘The State Board 
of Education recognizes the 
work done by your board and 
school district staff to bring 
about an acceptable 
desegregation plan and also 
your commitment to quality 
educational experiences for all 
of your students. 

The board so noted this 
dedication in a resolution it 
adopted on Sept. 9."" 

The resolution said 

“The State Board of 
Education commends the 22 
local school boards, their school 
district staffs and their com- 
munities which have produced 
desegragation plans  con- 
sequently approved by this 
board. Within a relatively few 
months, these 22 districts 
which earlier this year were 
among the 41 out of con- 
formance (including Madison) 
with the Rules Establishing 
Requirements and Procedures 
for the Elimination and 
Prevention of Racial 
Segregation in Schools, have 
succeeded in developing ap- 
provable plans by looking 
realistically at their problems 
and working diligently to 
provide acceptable solutions 

“The districts are: Alton 11 
Aurora West 129; Blue Island 
130; Cahokia 187; Champaign 4 
Decatur 61; East Moline 37 
Elgin 46; Evanston 65; Harvey 
152; Joliet 204; Joliet 86 
Madison 12; Moline 40; Mount 
Vernon 80; North Chicago 64 
Oak Park 97; River Trails 26 
Sterling 5; Urbana 116; West 
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Chicago 33 and Zion 6. 

“The submission and ap- 
proval of these plans indicates 
the commitment of these 22 
districts and their cooperation 
with the Illinois Office of 
Education and the State Board 
in correcting a_ difficult 
problem. These districts 
worked long and hard in 
developing and submitting 
these plans and are to be 
commended for their diligen- 
“er 

Cronin’s letter to the board 
followed announcement on 
9 at Springfield that the Illinois 
Board of Education had voted to 
accept student assignment 
plans submitted by the Madison 
district, and by Elgin, Harvey, 
Joliet, Moline, Sterling and 
Urbana schools. 

All but the Harvey district 
received a one-year waiver 
from having to meet fully all the 
board's desegragation stan- 
dards. 

The text of the Madison plan 
is as follows 

As a point of information, this 
school district is composed of 
two distinct political divisions, 
the city of Madison which is 85 
per cent white and 15 per cent 
black and the northern part of 
the city of Venice which is 100 
per cent black 

Approximately 
railroad tracks separate the 
black communities of North 
Venice and West Madison from 
Madison proper. Five of the six 
educational facilities are 
located in the city Madison 
The Madison sc district 
provides an education for more 
Venice students than attend the 
Venice schools. 

This division though not 
completely responsible for the 
racial tensions; of the district 
does seem to bear some 
responsibility for this problem 

However, in the past three 
years we have, through the help 
of the Equal Educational 
Opportunity Program of the 
National College of Education 
in Evanston, Ill., been able to 
learn and put into practice 
techniques and strategies 
devised to help districts that 
have had the problems 
associated with desegregating 
their schools. 

We have sent ministers 
members of the community, 
students, teachers, ad- 
ministrators and board 
members over the last two 
years to these three-day EEO 
workshops in Chicago. We have 
followed this up in the district 
by forming the Citizens 
Advisory Committee, Ministers 
Advisory Council, Student 
Advisory Committee, the 
Regional Community Workshop 
and the Regional Curriculum 


six sets of 


Committes. 

We haves been assisted - by 
EEO Division of the Illinois 
Office of Education the past 3 to 
4 years and have appreciated 
the help and advice they gave 
us. We are currently par- 
ticipating in their Interpersonal 
Process Recall Program. 

Our plan has been to utilize 
these groups in developing 
educational specifications for 
our new middle school which we 
hope will be completed for the 
beginning of the 1977-78 school 
year. We wish to continue to 
involve all of these forces who 
have helped us to pass a 
referendum, sell our bonds, and 
are ready to be more involved in 
developing the education 
specifications for our new 
building. 

The high school is already 
fully integrated and the new 
middle school will be in 1977 
when it opens. Our plan calls for 
the Louis Baer and Dunbar 
Schools to remain as is for one 
year 1976-1977.' Thén Dunbar 
will be vacated and all the 
fourth and fifth grade students 
will attend the Louis Baer 
School and all the sixth grade 
students will be rnrolled at the 
new middle school 

The K-3 students will attend 
two very modern schools with 
excellent staffs that are very 
professional, well prepared and 
racially integrated. Blair 
School is located in an all-black 
neighborhood; Harris in a 
racially integrated neigh- 
borhood. 

The present programs at 
Blair and Harris Schools are 
excellent with a great deal of 
emphasis and services placed 
on reading and mathematics. 
Health education, safety 
education, consumer education, 
environmental education, art, 
vocal music instruction are 
provided the students. The 
presence of the Teacher Corps 
Program which involves the 
training of teacher interns, the 
professional upgrading of 
faculty, as well as the use of the 
ethnic components of the 
community has made a 
tremendous contribution 
toward the relieving of racial 
kinds of tensions that we ex- 
perience in our area 

The Teacher Corps Project, 
the only one of its kind in the 
state of Illinois, is basic to our 
program, grades K-46 (Blair 
Harris, Dunbar, and Louis Baer 
Schools). Better than 90 per 
cent of the total staff in the 
district are continuing to be 
involved in the professional 
upgrading of their classroom 
techniques, strategies, and over 
all personal growth.

Safety for the young children 
is also a prime factor and the 
crossing of many railroad 
tracks even with safety 
precautions does not preclude 
or eliminate a needless ac- 
cident.

While this area received only 
scattered rainfall, heavier 
rainfalls were reported north of 
here and are expected to result 
in a rise of two to three feet in 
the Mississippi river stage 
during the next several days, 
according to the U.S. National 
Weather Service.

16-17, also is believed to ‘have 
studied the Illinois Department 
of Corrections early work 
release program, under which 
Richmond had been released in 
April 

Ina special court order issued 
by Judge Edward Ferguson last 
week, Richardson's juvenile 
criminal file was opened. 

The file shows Richmond first 
got into difficulty with the law 
Aug. 2, 1971, at age 12, when he 
allegedly threw a “firé bomb” 
— a beer can partially filled 
with gasoline — onto the roof of 
the rear apartment of Rufus 
LeMaster, 2138 Benton St. 

On Aug. 30, 1971, he and 
another youth allegedly threw 
lighted matches on John Arms, 
2145 Cleveland Blvd., setting 
Arms’ hair on fire. Richmond 
was arrested Aug. 31, 1971, and 
was later released to his 
parents with an agreement he 
would participate in a Coor- 
dinated Youth Services 
educational program. 

A letter from his probation 
officer, Jim Erb, alleges the 
youth was implicated in a 
burglary Nov. 3, 1971, and a 
shoplifting case Nov. 8, 1971 

On Nov. 19, 1971, he was 
charged with criminal damage 
to property for allegedly 
starting a fire at 2127 Cleveland 
Blvd., the home of Owen 
Humphrey 

That charge later was 
modified to ‘‘juvenile otherwise 
in need of supervision” and he 
was released to the custody of 
his parents again while the 
probation office was given the 
authority to place him 
elsewhere if deemed 
necessary. 

Erb's letters in the file allege 
Richmond was implicated in a 
disturbance Feb. 4, 1972, a case 
involving stolen bicycles Feb 
14, 1972, and a curfew violation 
March 22, 1972 

In March 1972, he was 
assigned to a child care facility 
and in July 1972 he was returned 
to the court, which placed him 
in a foster home.

In October 1972, Richmond 
again was placed in a child care 
facility but was returned from 
that facility the same month. 

He was placed in the Ozanam 
Boys’Home near Kansas City, 
Mo., but allegedly ran away 
Oct. 20, 1972. 

Kansas City police allege he 
was among four runaways from 
that camp. A car and a truck 
were stolen near Kansas City. 

The truck, belonging to the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
stalled and was abandoned on a 
set of railroad tracks where it 
was struck by a train. 

In December 1972, the file 
shows, Richmond was returned 
to the custody of his parents. 
There were two subsequent 
arrests at the request of his 
family, Erb said in his reports. 

Erb ‘also alleges Richmond 
was implicated in an 
aggravated assault case about 
Feb. 19, 1973. He was returned 
to the custody of his parents 
March 5, 1973. 

Richmond was arrested again 
about March 24, 1973, after 
allegedly threatening his 
father’s life, and on March 30 of 
that year he was returned to his 
home. 

Erb’s reports allege the boy 
was implicated in a burglary 
April 3, 1973, and on April 5 he 
was assigned to a work-training 
program while living at home. 

Coordinated Youth returned 
him to the custody of the court 
April 12, saying he was not 
responding to the program. 

About April 16, 1973, at age 14, 
Richmond was arrested for 
allegedly entering the pickup 
truck of Paul Seebold, 23 Paul 
Drive.

On July 10, 1973, he was or- 
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dered committed to the 
Department of Corrections at 
Joliet and was later transferred 
to several youth camps before 
being involved in an alleged 
parole violation of theft in 
September 1973. 

He was returned to the Illinois 
Youth Commission at St. 
Charles for 11 months and then 
to the Pere Marquette Youth 
Development Center in Grafton. 

Failure to return to an Illinois. 
Youth Commission facility Jan. 
20, 1976, after a holiday leave 
also was alleged in the file. 

About April 8, 1976, an

Feet of clay — perhaps not a 
compliment 

Feet of Clay — about the 
highest praise that could be 
voiced. 

The toast of Granite City High 
School North this week is Fred 
Clay, one of the reasons the 
unbeaten football Steelers were 
able to trounce Wood River 
High School 49-14 here Friday 
night 

Before suffering a leg cramp 
in the third quarter, Clay had 
personally scored 24 points — 
four of his team’s seven touch 
downs, 

And during the course of 21 
carries, he advanced the ball an 
average of more than 11 yards 
per try, totaling 237 yards. The 
senior end and back is 62 in 
height and weighs 167 pounds 

Added ball-carrying duties 
have been placed on Clay's 
nimble feet because Senior 
Bruce Jateff, captain, suffered 
a fracture of the right leg a 
week ago as North shut out 
Collinsville, 90. The Steelers 
earlier had opened their 1976 
season with a 146 victory at 
Cahokia 

In addition to the season-long 
loss of Jateff, injuries kept 
another skilled ground-gainer, 
Senior Leo Pelek, out of the 
lineup Friday evening against 
Wood River, 20-12 conqueror of 
North in 1975 

Jim Simpson, Mike Sherman 
and Joe O'Gara were among 
those joining Clay and Quar 
terback Greg Corey in handling 
running plays against the 
Oilers. 

The large crowd had hopes of 
a runaway after North romped 
toa 21-0 advantage in the initial 
quarter but the tide turned 
abruptly in the second period

when Wood River scored twice 
and threatened to tally a tying 
touchdown. 

Coach Tom Wyrostek's

The white-and-yellow-clad 
visitors returned the opening

Clay carried into the end zone 
with 1:09 left in the first 
quarter. Corey's kick increased 
the lead to 21-0 

With the kickoff returned to 
the 36, Wood River got a first 
down at its 47 as time ran out 
and the second quarter began 

Three plays left the Oilers a 
half-yard short of a first down 
near the Steeler 43, and on 
fourth down Quarterback Dave 
Klaffer, a 195-pound senior, 
hesitated momentarily before 
stepping through the left side of 
the line and sprinting suc- 
cessfully toward the goal 

With 10:12 left in the half, 
Klaffer kicked the extra point 
for a 21-7 score 

North started from its 39 and 
was pushed back to the 34. A 61- 
yard Steeler punt was downed 
at the Oiler five, but on the 
initial play Klaffer threw to 
midfield, where Mike Smith 
snared the pigskin and ran into 
the end zone.

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GOP will win state, Harris says 
in campaign swing through area

More eonvenience to the 
individual citizen of Mlinois 
would be the result should Bill 
Harris’ intention of changing 
the display date of auto license 
plates from the present mid- 
winter deadline to mid- 
summer, the Republican 
candidate for secretary of state 
contended in his swing through 
the Granite City area last week 

Senate Minority Leader 
William C. “Bill” Harris (R- 
Pontiac) is seeking the post to 
be vacated by Secretary of 
State Howlett in the Nov. 2 
general election 

‘I believe in making 
requirements to the public as 
convenient as possible,"’ Sen 
Harris stated 

“Why should you freeze 
your fingers off trying to 
replace frozen license plates 
in the dead of winter when it 
could be done just as well in 

June," he queried. ‘Standing 

in line shivering to buy plates 

in the middle of winter is 
unnecessary," he added 

“Holders of commercial 
license plates have an op- 
portunity to change in summer 
or winter, depending on the 
classification, so why not the 
individual motorist,"" the 
candidate commented. 

Sen. Harris said the 
changeover to mid-year plates 
could be put into effect without 
increased cost to Illinois tax. 
payers and would dovetail with 
present plans to switch to five 
year license plates for the 
State’s estimated 5.3 million 
passenger cars. That legislation 
is to be introduced in the spring 
session of the Illinois General 

ssembly 

“There would be a significant 
savings if the state adopts a 
multiple-year license plate 
program,” Sen. Harris said, 
estimating the lessening of 
expenditures at a conservative 
$3 million. “Between $2! 
million and $4 million are the 
figures we've seen in studies 
he said 

Secretary Howlett sent 
orders down to defeat the 
proposed muliple-year plates 
plan in April 1975, but he 
switched his position last fall 
and“now favors: the five-year 
proposal,” Sen. Harris stated 

“Of course, the multiple 
year plates would result in a 
reduction of some employes 
in the secretary of state's 
office. But, I don’t find that all 
bad 

‘I think the Democrats 
always tend to hold on to 
every patronage job they 
can,” he added 

Sen. Harris expressed 
pleasure in the results of the 
latest polls taken throughout the 
state which he reported showed 
a gain in his campaign. “My 
opponent's (Dixon) campaign 
seems to have become 
relatively stabilized,’ he 
commented 

Recent polls show President 
Ford ahead df Carter in Illinois 
and James Thompson forging 
ahead of Howlett, the candidate 
said 

I believe Thompson is 
clearly going to win the 
governor's race, and Scott 
also," Sen. Harris said 
Republican William Scott is 
incumbent attorney general 

“The whole Republican ticket 
is out working,’’ he commented 
attributing this as a reason the 
poll figures are showing an 
upswing for GOP candidates 

‘I believe we will win 
because Illinois residents 
object to Mayor Daley con 
trolling the whole state. Our 
residents don't want to turn 
over the state treasury to the 
City of Chicago,” Sen. Harris 
stressed 

The senate minority leader 
said he supported the idea of a 
biennial budget, adding that the 
Democrats “didn't permit a 
bill’ proposing a two-year 
budget to get before the 
legislature 

“The annual budget is a great 
disappointment to me. You

“You have to wade through 
some 3,500 separate pieces of 
paper and this is time con- 
suming. I think the budget 
should be prepared in the odd- 
numbered years and new bills, 
suggestions and other matters 
in the even numbered years,” 
Sen. Harris said 

He expressed pleasure at the 
passage of the senate political 
honesty resolutions in the post 
veto session after an earlier 
defeat 

Sen. Harris was a co-sponsor 
of the bill and one of five sup- 
porters of “the bill on the com- 
mittee. 

“It was defeated in March 
1975, but interest and support 
for it became pretty widespread 
throughout the state and it was 
passed in the  post-veto 
session.” 

The resolutions require 
lawmakers to be paid on a 
monthly basis, starting January 
1977, instead of one or two years 


in advance, and also prohibits 
double dipping" by legislators

Council to get

Granite City Council mem- 
bers are scheduled to act in 
their regular meeting Tuesday 
night on a City Plan Com- 
mission recommendation that a 
request for rezoning for a new 
restaurant at 2021 Johnson 
Road be denied 

The issue, given the council in 
its meeting last week, was 
deferred until this week's 
session at the request of 
William Brandt, an attorney 
representing James Royce,

The council concurred with 
recommendations by the Plan

The Plan Commission 
rejected the plea for rezoning of 
2021 Johnson Road to C-1 
(commercial) classification for 
establishment of the Taco Bell 
restaurant, dealing in Mexican 
foods, after objections by 
several residents of the neigh- 
borhood and by B. J. Davis, 
superintendent of schools, who 
said that the restaurant would 
be located across the street 
from Frohardt school and would 
create a hazard to young 
children attracted to the 
restaurant 

A letter by Davis, repeating 
his objections to council 
members, was presented as a 
communication during last 
week's council session. The 
letter was placed on file. 

Neighborhood residents 
protested the rezoning on 
grounds that traffic congestion 
on Johnson Road would be in- 
creased by establishment of a 
restaurant at that location. The 
tract now is zoned R-2 
(residential) 

Consideration of the Plan 
Commission report containing 
the rezoning issue was ad- 
vanced to the front of the 
agenda during last week's 
meeting on a motion by 
Alderman Ronald Coleman of 
the Seventh Ward, chairman of 
the council's Planning and 
Zoning Committee. 

Brandt, who was given

‘The nation’s steel mills 
operated at nearly 85 ber cent of 
their raw steelmaking 
capability" through the first 
eight months of this year, the 
American Iron and Steel 
Institute advised ‘the Press- 
Record Friday. 

Steel production in August of 
11,128,000 net tons was equal to 
a capability utilization rate of 
82.8 per cent. It led to output in 
the first eight months of 
88,743,000 tons, a rate of 84.6 per 
cent, according to preliminary 
figures 

In the first eight months last 
year, raw steel production 
totaled 80,820,000 tons, or nine 

“per cent less than this year 
“August 1976 steel output 
declined slightly from July's 
71,400,000 tons, but was 28.7 per 
cent above August 1975, when

domestic mills poured 8,648,000 
tons of steel. 

Domestic raw steel 
production has topped 11 million 
tons in each of the past six 
months. Through Sept, 18 of this 
year, raw steel output totaled 
94,832,000 tons, an increase of 
92 per cent over the same 
period last year when 
production stood at 86,876,000 
tons. 


Steel production in 1973 was 
116 million tons, the lowest level 
since 1963 


There were substantial in- 
creases over last year in the 
three major steel-making 
processes in August, the largest 
gain coming in the basic oxygen 
process 


Basic oxygen furnaces 
produced 6,981,000 tons of steel 
in August, compared to 5,450,000 
tons in the same month last 
year Electric furnace 
production was 2,108,000 tons 
against 1,514,000 tons last year, 
and open hearth furnaces 
produced 2,039,000 tons of steel 
compared to 1,685,000 in August 
1975.

Libraries along the prairie 


(78th of a Bicentennial 
year Press-Record series) 

In post-Civil War Illinois 
most citizens realized that if 
they desired intellectual 
challenge or entertainment, 
they must provide it them- 
selves. 

Thus, 
societies 
contesting 
questions as ** 
pen is mightier 
sword.” 

But “arming” oneself for the 
contest was not always easy 

Reading was a luxury then, 
reserved for those few who had 
spare time during the day—or 
for those whose eyes survived 
the strain of overcoming the 
pre-electric shadows which 
darkened pages after sundown 

Further, books were in short 
supply 

The great Chicago fire of 1871 
destroyed between two and 
three million volumes, but it 
resulted in a worldwide out 
pouring of donated books to the 
scorched city 

More important, it provided 
the public support necessary for 
passage of the state's first 
library law on March 7, 1872 

Municipalities were given the 
authority to support public 
libraries from tax funds. 

Nine cities took advantage of 
the law the first year: Elgin, 
Rockford, Chicago, Earlville, 
East St. Louis, Moline, Rock 
Island, Oregon and Warsaw 

In the next seven years, 17 
more public libraries opened 
their doors. 

By 1906, 112 of 146 city 
libraries in the state were tax. 
supported 

Much of the support for the 
free libraries movement came 
from such private groups as the 
St. Clair Library Association 

In 1865, a society of German 
immigrants living in and near 
Belleville donated its own books 
for a library and organized 
under a constitution written by

Gustavus Koerner (later to win 
fame as the first chairman of

Public libraries, however, did 
not appear in response to the 
flick of a governor's pen or a 
mayor's decree. 

In Moline, for example, the 
$800 city levy proved totally 
insufficient, to supplement 
public funds, library supporters 
appealed to civic groups, 
conducted a fund-raising 
strawberry festival, and ac 
cepted rooms donated by a 
wealthy benefactor in 1877. 

By the turn of the century, the 
library had expanded out of its 
quarters and asked the 
philanthropist, Andrew Car- 
negie, for a library grant.

He offered $38,000 providing 
the city donated the land and 
agreed to maintain the library 
at a cost of no less than $3,800 a 
year, a figure within the city’s 
budget 

By 1906, the state boasted 48 
Carnegie-financed libraries and 
a statewide circulation of more 
than two million volumes per 
year 

Carnegie was not alone in his 
belief in the power of the printed 
word, nor in his quest for im 
mortality through endowment 

In 1887, wealthy merchant 
John Newberry had endowed a 
private research library con- 
centrating on the humanities, to 
be located in Chicago, joined in 
1897, by the John Crerar 
Library, a research facility 
devoted to science and 
technology. 

Libraries were a goal on 
which most segments of Illinois’ 
diverse society could agree 

Cooperation between the 
state, immigrant groups, 
women’s groups and wealthy 
benefactors opened the world of 
books to the citizens of the 
prairie state in late nineteenth 
century,

Tax bill seen 
hurting exports 
from this state 


Jack W. Roadman, secretary 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association, a not-for-profit 
association of 5,700 industrial 
firms with operations in, Illinois, 
said Thursday that the 1976 tax 
reform bill passed by Congress 
will hurt export-related jobs in 
Mllinois. 

His statement came before a 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
panel, chaired by Commerce 
Secretary Elliot Richardson, in 
Chicago on the impact of ex- 
ports on jobs. 

According to Roadman, 
“Interwoven with the success of 
exporting in Illinois has been 
the Domestic International 
Sales Corporation (DISC) 

‘This tax deferral device was 
enacted in 1971 as a means of 
encouraging U.S, firms to in- 
crease exports from U.S.-based 
plants, provide jobs, and help in 
the balance of trade problem 

It has encouraged many 
Illinois firms to get into ex 
porting 

“Tt has in some cases resulted 
in bringing back to the U.S. the 
production of goods that had 
been made overseas. All of this 
has meant more Illinois jobs. 

‘We are disappointed 
therefore, that the tax bill 
awaiting signature by the 
President substantially 
modifies the DISC incentive 

‘Presumably, this was done 
on the rationale that the DISC is 
used only by large 
multinational corporations 
This is not the situation in 
Hlinois. 

DISC has been effectively 
utilized by many small and 
medium-sized companies. It is 
our view that this ill-considered 
action will prove to be costly in 
terms of jobs in Illinois.” 

Roadman said that exports 
help create many thousands of 
jobs in Illinois. 

It appears that there were at 
115,000 Illinois jobs at 
to manufactured 
$2.8 billion from 
latest reported 


least 
tributable 
exports of 
Illinois for the 
year, 1972 
Some estimates of related 
employment in Illinois range 
considerably higher. In any 
case, if these jobs were not in 
existence, [llinois unem 
ployment would sub:

“Realistically, exports play 
an important part in the overail 
economy of Illinois and also 
contribute significantly to state 
and local tax revenues. 

“Nationally, the effect of 
exports on jobs is much the 
same as in Illinois.” 

Roadman cited a 1975 survey 
of 294 responding firms, con- 
ducted by the National 
Association of Manufacturers 
and the Business Roundtable, 
on the effect of U.S. exports on 
community employment. It 
indicated| a widespread 
favorable impact; 529,000 
primary jobs in the U.S. were 
identified as being directly 
dependent on exports of the 
respondent firms. 

“These were production jobs 
in manufacturing or creation of 
services and, to a lesser extent, 
corporate-level jobs that could 
be allocated to export ac- 
tivities; 325,000 of these jobs 
were able to be classified by 
union affiliation. 

“The UAW (United 
Automobile, Aerospace and 
Agriculture Implement 
Workers of America), [AM 
(International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers), TUE (International 
Union of Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers) and USWA 
(United Steelwrke of America) 
accounted for 79 per cent of the 
union result. 

“In addition, the ‘responding 
companies in the study reported 
another 126,000 jobs in the U.S. 
were supported by the income 
from affiliates and subsidiaries 
in the form of dividends, license 
income, royalties and technica] 
service agreements.” 

Roadman concluded, “Illinois 
in that survey ranked sixth 
among the states as to the most 
export-related employment 


“It must be emphasized that 
the 529,000 primary and 126,000 
additional jobs are not by any 
means the total of export 
related employment in the 
United States, but simply 
tabulated response of 294 in. 
dustrial firms engaged in 
substantial export operations. 

“Export-related employment 
in the U.S. probably involves 
millions of jobs.”

PTA is launching a massive 
project to determine the effects 
of television violence on 
children and youth. A seminar 
will be held this week at the 
national headquarters in 
Chicago, with networks and the 
federal government 
represented. = 

Kicking off on Nov. 30 in 
Pittsburgh with public hearings 
on the subject, the first in a 
series of eight hearings in 
major cities throughout the 
country, the main phase of the 
project will involve PTA 
members at the grassroots 
level. 

Participation will include 
monitoring and evaluating TV 
programs, opposing sponsors or 
programs, and writing and 
visiting stations, networks, 
sponsors and legislators. 

“If these actions don’t bring 
results, stations may have their 
licenses challenged; formal 
complaints may be lodged with 
the Federal Communications 
Commission; and legal action 
may be taken against stations, 
charging that violent programs 
contribute to the delinquency of 
minors and are harmful to 
children’s emotional health. 

‘The public is fed up with 
violent TV programs,” says 
Mrs. Carol Kimmel, national 
PTA president. A recent poll by 
the Opinion Research Cor- 
poration of Printeton revealed 
that 71 per cent of the public 
thinks television is too violent.”

A Madison County grand jury 
Friday found no law violations 
in state police arrest bond

“The Grand Jury of Madison 
County, duly convened on May 
24, 1976, hereby submits a 
special report concerning one 
area of inquiry during their 
tenure. 

‘1, A question of bond money 
allegedly unaccounted for over 
a period March 7, 1974, to and 
including Nov. 19, 1975, was 
investigated by the Grand Jury 
on Jan. 26, 1 

“There was a summary by 
the state's attorney's office of 
previous testimony that a 
number of tickets supposed 
processed through the mail and 
accompanied by cash money, 
generally in the amount of $25, 
supposedly deposited in the 
mails and mailed to the Circuit 
Clerk's office for ultimate

Workmen’s compensation 
insurance is an exceedingly 
costly item of expense to Illinois 
employers, up drastically since 
1975. 

In 1972, the National Com- 
mission on State Workmen's 
Compensation Laws, after, an 
extensive study of the W-C 
programs in effect in the dif- 
ferent states, published its 
evaluation of the shortcomings 
of those programs 

The commission made a 
number of recommendations 
for improvement, including 19 
criteria it considered essential 
to a sound state W-C and oc- 
cupational diseases program 
The system in Ilinois met only 
five of the essential criteria 

Improvements were clearly 
in order, particularly since the 
commission recommended that 
if the state programs were not 
much improved by 1975, the 
federal government should 
dictate standards and benefits 
for workmen's compensation 
and occupational diseases. 

Employers of Illinois, through 
the seven major state employer 
associations represented on the 
W-C Joint Employers Policy 
Committee, had legislation 
introduced in 1973 and 1975 that 
would have essentially met the 
federal commission's 19 
criteria 

The employers’ legislation 
was defeated in 1973 although it 
provided for a streamlined, 
lawyer-free delivery system for 
benefits 

In 1975, for the first time in 
many years, the so-called 

agreed bill" process in effect 
for years between management 
and labor was ignored 

Senate Bill 234 (workemen’s 
compensation amendments) 
and SB 235 (occupational 
diseases amendments) were 
passed without amendment by 
the General Assembly over the 
strong objections of employer 
organizations 

The principal changes, which 
have been so instrumental in 
greatly increasing W-C in 
surance costs, include the 
following 

1. Occupational Diseases 
Any disease, including all or 
dinary diseases of life, either 
caused by or aggravated by 
workplace conditions and 
becoming disabling, were fully 
compensable 

This exceeded the National 
Commission recommendation. 
which is limited to diseases 
caused by employment con 
ditions (which standard most 
states have and which Illinois 
had until 1975) 

Emphysema, arthritis, heart 
trouble, many other diseases 
became compensable in Illinois. 

2. Temporary total, per- 
manent total, and death cases 
— A benefit rate standard of 66 
2-3 per cent of wages for tem 
porary total, permanent total 
and death benefits was adopted. 

The twothirds figure was 
consistent with the National 
Commission's recommenda- 
tions. 

Minimum benefit was 
established at 50 per cent of the 
person's income, with no dollar 
limit. ' 

The maximum benefit (ex- 
cept as affected by the 
“minimum” 50 per cent benefit 
in high pay cases) was 
established as the statewide 
average weekly wage in 
manufacturing (currently 
$231.42), gradually increased to 
twice the average weekly rate 
by 1981 

Automatic annual cost of 
living increases pegged to in- 
creases in the state's average 
wage in manufacturing were 
provided for. 

The National Commission 
recommended standard is 
based on the average state 
wage— (not the higher average 
wage in manufacturing), and 
makes no provision for a 
minimum of 50 per cent of 
actual income. 

Before 1975, maximum 
temporary total disability 
benefits in Illinois ranged from 
$100 to $124 per week for a 
maximum of 64 weeks. 

The death benefit maximum 
for a widow was $34,000 in 
Illinois. 

Under the new standard, a 30- 
year old widow of a deceased 
worker who made $15,000 per 
year would, with normal life 
expectancy, get more than 
$350,000 ($10,000 per year tax- 
free). 

Indiana's benefit is $52,080; 
California just raised its benefit 
to a maximum of $55,000. 

3. Permanent _ partial 
disability — The benefits were 
made the same as for total 
disability. Previously, the 
maximum benefit was $96.90, 
and the average benefit was 20 
per cent — 25 per cent lower 
than for the person totally 
disabled. 

The justification for the 
reduced benefit for permanent 
partial was that such a person 
could (and did) continue 
working, while the higher 
benefit for the totally disabled 
Person recognized that he or she 


could no longer hold a job. 

This chénge prompted the 
greatest [increases in em- 
ployer costs of any of the 
amendments because of the 
large volume of permanent 
partial cases. 

Significantly, it also provided 
the greatest increase in income 
for trial lawyers representing 
claimants in 94 per cent of the 
cases (20 per cent of benefit 
awards). Some lawyers with W- 
C practices are in the General 
Assembly. 

The National Commission 
made no recommendations on 
permanent partial benefits. 

4. Loss of hearing — The 1975 
amendments provided benefits 
for partial loss of hearing, but 
provided no guidelines, the need 


for which was recognized by the 


National Commission. 

Prior to 1975, only total loss of 
hearing in one or both ears was 
covered. The new rule — which 
opens the door to untold claims 
regardless of pre-existing 
hearing loss, natural hearing 
loss from aging, etc., — 
provides no way of determining 
a compensable loss 

5. Pre-existing physical 
difficulties — Prior to 1975, pre- 
existing physical difficulties 
and disabilities were offset 
against the claimant's condition 
in determining workmen's 
compensation benefits, at least 
for eye disabilities. 

The 1975 amendments 
eliminated the offset unless 
the prior condition was 
compensated for by earlier 
W-© benefits 

The effect of this, in ad- 
dition to greater cost to 
employers, was to make it 
prohibitive for employers to 
hire the physically han- 
dicapped 

Many other _ important 
changes were made, including 
employe’s choice of doctor, 
certain penalty provisions for 
employer actions or failure to 
act; 

Extending, in certain cases, 
the 45-day limit on notice by an 
injured employe to an employer 
regarding an accident; 25 per 
cent penalty on employers if the 
accident stemmed from an 
OSHA (safety and health) 
violation, 

Banning the Industrial 
Commission from establishing 
needed partial disability 
standards by limiting the 
Commission to “procedural 
rules,"’ and others. 

Several of the amendments 
went beyond, or were not in- 
cluded in, the recommended 
criteria of the National Com 
mission. 

A 46.8 per cent insurance 
premium increase was ap- 
proved by the State Depart- 
ment of Insurance within a 
month 
This was consistent with an 
estimate made by the National 
Council on Compensation 
Insurance of New York in April 
1975, well before the passage of 
the legislation, that S.B. 234 and 
S.B. 235 would probably result 
in about a 49 per cent increase 
in premium rates. 

That official expert estimate 
included only benefit increases 
computable arithmetically 
based on previous experience, 
and did not include huge 
potential cost provisions, such 
as the aggravation of ordinary 
diseases and partial loss of 
hearing provisions, where there 
were no claims experiences 
upon which to base an estimate 

Additional rate increases 
were later approved by the 
state — a 3.2 per cent increase 
in December 1975, and a 24 per 
cent increase in July 1976. 

Considering that the latter 
two were compounding the first, 
the total average increase was 
more than 90 per cent from pre- 
1975 rates. 

And insurance companies 
greatly restricted the giving 
of experience-rated 
disconunts. 

The W-C insurance costs of 
many employers with em- 
ployes in dangerous oc- 
cupations rose much higher 
than the above manual rate 
inereases, some more than 
200 per cent. 

Employers were shocked by 
the size of the increases and 
complained bitterly 

Public employers were also 
badly hurt by the new law. 
Complaints went to the mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

The news media began to 
realize that Illinois was out of 
line with neighbor states and 
nationally, insofar as employer 
costs were con 

The average W-C insurance 
rates for seventeen selected 
‘occupations, on the basis of $100 
of payroll, were as follows, 
compared with some neighbor 
states: 

Illinois: $3.67. 

Indiana: $1.20. 

Towa: $2.12. 

Wisconsin: $2.12. 

Missouri: $2.30. 

This year, after a brief and 
inadequate hearing on 
corrective bills before the 
Senate Labor and Commerce 
Committee, the Democratic 
majority on the committee 


unveiled its own committee bill, 
S.B. 1967. 

That bill was totally cosmetic 
and grossly inadequate. During 
consideration by the Senate, 
S.B. 1967 was amended in 
several respects to provide 
some small legitimacy to the 
claim that they were com- 
promising in a responsible 
manner. 

One of the meaningful 
amendments. passed by the 
Senate was one providing for 
standards’ for partial hearing 
loss, but the House refused to go 
along and it failed. As it finally 
passed, S.B. 1967 included the 
following provisions: 

1 Exclude the small 
professional organization from 
coverage under the Act. 

Exclude completely em- 
ployers whose payroll is $1,000 
per year or less. 

3. Postpone coverage of 
domestic help from July 1, 1976, 
to July 1, 1980. 

Exclude farmers em- 
ploying less than 500 man-days 
of agricultural help per quarter. 

5. Change the widow's benefit 
provision to a benefit equal to 
twothirds of the employe'’s 
average weekly wage subject to 
a maximum of 100 per cent of 
the state average weekly wage 
in manufacturing, but in no case 
less than 50 per cent of the state 
average weekly wage in 
manufacturing. 

The previous minimum of 50 
per cent of the deceased's in- 
come, which led to the 
publicized case of the widow of 
the highly paid executive 
receiving $41,000 per year for 
life, was eliminated. 

6. Require that aggravation of 
a disease must “‘arise out of a 
risk peculiar to or increased by 
the employment, and not 
common to the general public.” 


7. Require employers to post 
notice to employes showing 
insurance company name, or if 
self-insured, person responsible 

_for benefits’ payment. 

8. Shorten the statute of 
Itmiitations from three years to 
two years from death, or last 
benefit payments. 

9. Limit penalty provision for 
employer delay to $2,500. 

10. Reestablish the man- 
datory 45-day report of injury to 
the employer. 

‘The Governor signed S.B. 1967 
on Aug. 31. It will be effective 
Oct. 1, 1976. 

While the amendments in S.B. 
1967 were in the right direction 
and therefore welcome, S.B. 
1967 was totally inadequate as a 
solution to the real problem of 
excessive employer W-C costs. 

It has been estimated by 
experts that S.B. 1967 will 
reduce employer costs by less 
than 1 per cent. 

The three most meaningful 
provisions S.B. 1967 for 
manufacturers are Numbers 5, 
6 and 8 above. But none of them 
will materially reduce em- 
ployer costs. 

The change in the death 
benefit will preclude the large 
benefit for highly paid 
executives, but because there 
are such few cases, the dollar 
impact in employer costs will be 
minimal 

The effort to correct the 
serious problem of aggravation 
of an ordinary disease of life by 
requiring that the aggravation 
be a condition peculiar to the 
conditions of employment is not 
likely to change the probable 
costly impact of making 
aggravation of ordinary 
diseases compensable. 

Beneficial statutes are nor- 
mally construed liberally by 
courts and administrative

bodies. ‘ 

Missing from S.B. 1967 are 
most of the changes sought by 
employers to make employer 
costs more competitive with 
those of other states. 

The average worker’s W-C 
benefits have not been reduced 
in any significant way..For that 
reason, employers feel justified 
in calling S.B. 1967 @ 
“cosmetic” bill, when.so much 
is needed to be done. 

llinois still has a workmen's 
compensation law that is 
contributing substantially to the 
business climate problems of 
this state. 

Many other states have im- 
proved their W-C benefits in 
recent years. But when the full 
impact of the Illinois program is 
felt, probably next year, none of 
the W-C programs in other 
continental United States will 
be as costly for employers as 
that of Illinois. 

Although a portion of the 
increased W-C costs is at- 
tributable to inflation and 
higher medical and. hospital 
costs, most of the increased 
costs resulted from the 1975 
changes to the Illinois W-C 
statute. 

There has been no evidence 
produced that would support 
allegations that the rate in- 
creases have been a “rip-off” 
by the insurance companies. 

Illinois’ high workmen’s 
compensation insurance costs 
for employers will not go down 
as a result of S.B. 1967 

In fact, without meaningful 
and effective amendments to 
the law early next year, the 
costs will surely increase 
substantially and soon. 

Employer associations will 
vigorously pursue such needed 
changes in the next General 
Assembly.

Court fees to jump 


are to be used to 


criminal cases, Willard V 
Butch” Portell, clerk of the 
Madison County Circuit Court, 
has announced that a revised 
schedule of legal fees, expected 
to produce a 50 per cent in- 
crease in revenue received by 
his office each year, will 
become effective Wednesday 

Portell said that with cases 
already handled during this 
fiscal year, combined with the 
present trend of cases, the in 
crease in fees should raise his 
office revenue by about $300,000 
over this year’s projected 
estimate of $610,000. He said the 
extra amount of revenue 
received should be applied to 
county operational funds. 

“Violators of the law now are 
going to pay their fair share of 
expenses encountered in 
handling those cases,” Portell 
said. 

He said his office is self- 
sustaining and that he will 
recommend the extra money 
derived from the fees increase 
be channeled through the court 
system for such things as the 
County Detention Home, jail 
and judiciary system 

Portell also recommends that 
persons required to serve on 
juries receive a restored $10 per 
diem. That original amount was 
reduced last year to the present 
$5 per day 

The legislation prepared by 
the Legislation Committee of 
the Circuit Clerk Association, of 
which Portell is chairman, cites 
a three-year study revealing 
that Madison County has not 
introduced fee increases since 
1968, while overall costs of 
annual operations have risen 
substantially 

The most severely affected by 
the increase will be criminal 
court costs which raises fees for 
felon cases from $20 to $40, and 
all other criminal cases fro $10 
to $25, 

Minor traffic violations 
resulting in non-court ap- 
pearances will require a $10 fee 
as compared to $5 before, and 
court appearances on traffic 
violations will raise the fee 
another $5 to $15. 

Portell said cases involving 
probate handled by courts in 
Cook County receive a $75 fee,
